Rehearfal. No. more than we are Egual to 
Angels.

Therefore Kings 
are called Geds in Holy Saige’, becaufe the 
Authority Given them is fo far Superiour to all 
other pon Earth, and Accountable to None 
but the Supreme Ged, who gave it them. 

God has,permitted Servants to Choofe their 
Mafters, in {ome Cafes not in all; for fome 
are Born in Servitude, as the Children of Slaves 
belong’d to their AZaffers, and their Wives too, 
in fome Cafes, by the Law of God himéfelf. 
But where God has permitted Servants to Hire 
themfelves ont, they may Choofe what Adafter 
they will go to, fuch we call Hired Servants, 


. And Women are Permitted to Cheofe whom 


they will Adarry, under fuch Kefiriilions as 
God has Set to them. But the Laws of Mar- 
riage which God has Infistuted from the Be- 
ginning are IJnviolable, and may not be /- 
ter’d by any Human Law.

Kings have a Soveraign Power, and by Di- 
vine Right, over Fathers, Husbands, and Ae 
fers that are their Subjetts. And yet thefe 
Husbands, Fathers, and Maffers have their Re= 
fpetive Dominions by Divine Right too. 

And, as I faid in my laft, if the People have 
any Right to Choofe or to Depofe their Kings, 
it muft be a Divine Right, that is, Deriv’d 
from God, even by the Confeffion of all thofe 
who Plead for it. And to call this Divine 
Right in. Government a Ridiculous Do&tin, as 
De Foe do’s, fhews an utter Ignorance of thé 
Nature and Derivation Of Government... And 
Strikes equally at all Sorts or Species of Go- 
vernment whatfoever. And the Ridiculing of 
this Divine Right Deriv’d from God, is a 
Blafphemy againtt God the -Author of Governe 





ment, by whom K:rgs do Reign, and whol: 
Authority they Bear, as wilt ashis Name, But 
to fuppofe that the People have a Right of 
Themfcives, to Erect Government by theit 
own Authority, is making them Gods ih an 
Higher Senfe than Kings are call’d fo; For 
Kings pretend to no other than a Derivative 
Power; as Deputies or Vice-Gerents Appoint- 
ed by God,as they are frequently St?’d in Holy 
Scripture: But if the People have a Power of 
Gevernment, and not LDeriv’d from God, this 
makes Them the Supreme God, for none other 
can have an Un-Deriv’d Authority: If De Foe 
fays, That the Authority of the People is De- 
riv’d fiom God. Let him thew it. And when 
he has done it, or if he cannot Do it, then 
lec him Refieét on that Divine Kight he has 
Turn’d into Ridicule! And Conlider Serioully, 
before it be too Late, by what fort of Sps-, 
rit he and the other Whiegs are Acted, whe 
Blajpheme the Inffitutions of God, left they 
have their Portion with thefe Spirits of Bijfo- 
bedience, Who firft fet them the Example.

The laft I fent you contain’d a Copy of 
“ 9 late Proclamation of our Council again{t our 
“ Suffering Church and Clergy, who are like to 
“€ be Hardly treated on the Occafion of it. 
“ Weoncethought (confidering its Terour) 
“ that it was rather in order to Smooth the 
“ Presbyterians about the time of their General 
“ 4fembly,than on any real Defign to Difturb 
“ our Mecting-Hon/es, But now, Alafs / Mat- 
“‘ ters appear far otherways, for there are 
“ Council Letters \ffu’d out for Summoning the 
“ Minifters of the Meeting Houfes of St Fobn- 
“ fton, Dundie, Montrofey and St. Ninian’s 
“ (near Stirling) and you know the Adering- 
“ Houfe of St. Axdrew’s is already Supprett. 
“ Aad on Thurfday laft, being the 18th. there 
“ Pafs’d here an Orcer of Council for Suppref? 
“ fing the Meeting- ‘doufes of Elgin, and Keith, 
“ without Citing the Miniffers who Preach 
“ there, and the Sherif'is Requir’d, upon his 
“¢ Meri], to Prevenc their having any Afeet- 
“ ing-Houfes in time coming. I am fare the 
“ Minifter of the Meeting- Houle of St. An- 
“© drem’s was Qualify’d, as was 2lfo he.of El- 
© gin, he having formerly been a Cwrate in 
“ Jreland, and prefume he of Keith was Qua- 
“ lifyd alfo ( tho’ by Law no Meeting-Honfe 
“ Minjfter is oblig’d to take the Oaths, as fuch, 
“ there being no Toleration Settl’d by Law) 
“ and there are feveral of the Presbyterian 
“ Minifters of Parifbes living very much at 
“ their Eafe who have never taken the Oaths. 
“ At Elgin there was a Great Congregation, 
“ which Pray’d always by the Engl:fh Lyrurgy. 
<* All thefe things are Hard upon us, and 
** God knows where they will End. Nowie 
“ Plainly Appears by this Equal Dealing with 
“ Qualifyd aad Un-Quali/y’d Adinifiers, that 
“© the Perfecution is noc founded (as hath hi- 
“therto been Pretended, efpecislly among 
* you in England) upon Non-Compliance 
“ with the Eftablifhed Law ; but that there 
* is a Plain Defign of Deftroying and Rooting 
“ out of this Nation the Epifcopa! Intereft. 1 
¢ was once told that our Advocar had given 
“ Orders to the Adagiftrats of St. Fobn/ton 
“ and Dundie to Imprifouthe Minijters of the 
“ Meeting-Houfes there, but fince that I hear 
“he fays, he onty Advifed them to do ic. 
“ Which you know is all one upon the Mat- 
“ ter, Thefe are the words of the Letter,
